We bare no 
class to which the epilliel ti not strictly ap- 
plicable ; we have no cum to which it it 
applicable in any special tenae. But the 
author* of the announcements, particularly 
those of them who deal in catchpenny

publications, e?idently do not use the terms, 
nor wish them to be understood, in this 
comprehensive acceptation. ]ty the words 
" Working Men" Ihry mean only tome of 
the working men, a* by the word "People," 
they mean only tomr of the people. They 
mean therrcfirrrf of wage* in contradistinc- 
tion from the foyer* of wage* ; journeymen 
in contradistinction from masters; the re- 
puted poor in contradistinction from the 
reputed rich. They make the dittinclion, 
and lay emphasis, upon it, because they 
think it tltetr interest to do so. In mere 
number*, the employed far exceed tbe 
employer* . they constitute the i?ier«wr of 
society : it it therefore an important ob- 
ject with these tctiengers of the Press to 
generate amongst the multitudinou* ma- 
jority a strong feeling of prejudice* and 
intcretla peculiar to <he rfattj and then, 
by pandering to these class prejudices, and 
professing to tutiri forward at the bold 
champions of these else* interests, to 
build up for themselves a still more im- 
portant cists— a clau of customers. The 
tertbblBii are neither foolt nor dunce*. 
They know well what they are *bout. They 
are pertcctlj aware thin in (his country tbe 
word* " Working Men," and " People,"' 
designate all rank* and condition* amongst 
us. We have no peerage, no aristocTscj : 
we are nil working men ; we are all, at the 
Rtgitter soys of Sir James I>owlikg, 
" emphatically of the people." Hut 
though the demagogues know this as well 
as we do, they are too wite in their gene 
ration to admit it. The admitiion would 
be dangerous to the profits of their craft. 
It would never do to place our little 
society upon the broad level of popular 
equality : for then they would hare no 
peculiar ground lo treail upon ; no imagi- 
nary grievances to bewail, no imagiuary 
rights to vindicate. Their ends are better 
answered by stickling for social subordina- 
tion! by insisting upon it that the le- 
ceiren of wage* are the only working men, 
the only people, in (he colony i all th< 
rest being wealthy drones, or haughty 
aristocrats. 

It would be nmuetng enough to witness 
tbe practioil bull* of th«e knights-errant 
of the populace, were it not for the rtrlec- 
tlon that their bulls are fraught with prac- 
tical mischief. Amongst the giant wrongs 
againat which they point tbeir redoububle 
[tnces. Class Interest*, Class Monopolies, 
Chut Legislation, art about the most con- 
spicuous, and the tout belsazuered. And 
yet these daoimt, moulded to be sure 
after their own fashion, ti rm the staple 
theme* of all their dissertations. The* 
lire by astting the cltta " working men 
ag*iu*t the class paying men — the class 
"ptoplt" against the class employer* of 
people — the class journeymen against tht 
class mtuterj. The incon* latency i * glaring 
enough to be Uughed at, weie it not fiiU 
of pernicious consequences. The interest* 
of employer* aud employed are in this 
country so closely identified with eaoh 
*hk*r, .p fli **.t t haimd (&£.ih«ir by «ulnj 

dependence, th«t any attempt to eeparate 
them must be injurious to both. Upon 
what does tbe prosperity of the teorkiag 
classes depend, but upin the prosperity of 
tbe employing classes? Aud why is it 
that of late work hi* seen to tearee, and 
wage* so low, bnt btctuM landowner* and 
capitalists hare been depressed in their 
circumstance*? Injun the capitalist, and 
you injure tbe labourer) injure the mat- 
ter, and you injure the ten ant ; injure the 
woolgrowcr, whose aTccariona are tbe well' 
spring of all oar profits, and you injure 
the whole population. The classes mutt 
rise or fall together. Neither can do with 
out the other. The flockownar depends 
for tbe safety and prodoctirens** ot his 
Hocks upon tht faith Hil tertieu of his 
shepherd ; the shepherd, depends fot the 
permanence of bit en ploy meat, and the 
sufficiency of hit wages, upon the profit* 
which his master derives from tht fleece. 

To instil into tbe mind* of what are 
called the working men, a feeling of class 
separation, or of dais independency, or of 
das* antagonism and rivalry, towards the 
classes from which alone ihey can obtain 
employment, and with whoae welfare their 
own it necessarily interwoTen, is, there' 
fore, a cruel wrong to society at all times 
but in the present enfeebled stele of the 
colony, when hearty co-operatioo amongst 
all chutes it essentia] Id the recovery of 
health and rigour, it is cruelty and wicked- 
nese of the inott aggravated kind.

Samuel Askworth I I reside on Mount 
Vincent, on Mr. Child's firm ; 1 knew 
deceits* ind hit wife; I hare known 
them eighteen months ; { know Vale ; the 
lut tint I uw deceased tlire wit on the 
Sunday previous to hit death, he appeared 
to b* quit* well ; I often uw hiin. 

Edward Avery, labourer; 1 knew John 
Thornton ; 1 recollect him, his wife, and 
Vtle coming to my house about three 
weekt before list harvest, they stayed the 
but part of tn hour ; Thomlou uid to 
file tod hit wife, you know very well 
you tried to poison me once; Vale said, 
"well! well! what do von think of 
thrt;" he replied "ye* you did, we 
all drtilk tea together out of 
one pot ; my tea made me rery had, mid 
took no effect on you ; I suppose y OU did 
not give it to me atrong enough ; they 
were all sober, and the prisoners mide no 
reply ; when they left my place they went 
home ; I know Vsle two yean ; I knew 
him before h« lived with Thornton; I 
knew Thornton thru yetrs ago , when I 
first knew bim he wu governmeut-miu to 
Dr. It rooks ; 1 do not know how lour- he 
wu free ; I never uw Thornton and hit 
wife together eieept on that occuiori. 

William Cuttt : I retide with mv son at 
Mulberry Creek ; I knew Thornton ; 1 
remember him corning from Mtritlind with 
my ton ; on Sunday before dinner he uid 
to me he felt a little diuy in the hesd and 
very drowsy ; I saw him again in the even- 
ing, end esked him how he wu ; he wu 
very well, only sleepy, and he thought 
thtt arose from being up with the bullocks 
on _ Friday night ; that was ill he com- 

ELsined to me of ; 1 uw him on Monday 
afore dinner, and he laid he felt i good 
deal better then ; 1 never ipnke to him 
after that ; in the night I heard hi* wife 
give him something to drink — I think, sj 
near u I can judge, about t quarter to 
eleven; ha said something, hut 1 could 
not tell what ; 1 heard Vale call my ton, 
and I got up too and went into the room ; 
he appeared very bad, and waa frothing at 
tht mouth ; hit wife wiped it away with a 
handkerchief till my eon stopped her, 
and sent Valt for a doctor. On the Tues- 
day following Vale came and ut on my 
stretcher, and liked if I wu nileep, I 
replied "No," he said, "And what do 

{ou think of this job," I uid, " I don't 
now, perhaps if I wu to tell you what I 
think you might feel hurt," and he uid, 
" Oh, no ;" I replied, « I think poor John's 
been ill handled by aome mesne," and he 
replied, *• I cipect tome one will get iu 
for it." I then went out and had no 
mow conversation with him. 

Crou-eiarninrd br Thornton :— It wis 
after jam hutband wu detd thit jou 
wu wiping the froth from hit mouth. 

Hobert Cuttt : t mid* in Weil Mail, 
land, 1 remember Thornton, my brother, 
and Vale, coming to ray house on a Friday , 
Vale won* bluejacket white trousers, and 
cabbage-tree hat ; fat left between three 
and four o'clock ; I do not know where he 
went ; Thornto* took notice of his going 
away. My house is not quite a quarter of 
a mile from Mr. Earle's, the chemist. 
Vsle did not com* back to my house. 

Etrle, ehemitt, I remember 
coming to my shop on a 
Friday to purchase poison. I do not 
recollect the month; by referring to 
my de position I see it Wa* in January ; 
the man vtry much resembled Vale; 
bt ittted thst he had been icul 
from Ctptain Biddnlph, and young Mr. 
Biddulph had given him money to pay for 
it, and it wu to poiion native dogs ; he 
uked for strychnia i 1 uid I wu out of 
thin, but had something that would do u 
well, and that wu morphea ; he uid Iu 
would have that ; he had aboot ten griins ; 
I wrapped it in thru paper*, wrote upon 
it " Morphia—voiton, tod desired him 
to be >ery careful with it, ind give it to 
Mr. Biddnlph hin,t*lf ; he said & would ; 
ha had on a bin* jacket and moleskin 
tronwn, a cabbage-tree hat, and red hand- 
kerchief; 1 mid it to him bnauie he uid 
he came from Captain Biddulph ; * grain 
or two of morphia would be sufficient to 
poison a strong mm ; he arid Mr. Bid- 
dulph had had 1 jij sheep killed by the 
native dogl lut week, and being out of 
strychnia he had been tent for tome; the 
mini had been in my shop tevtral timet 
before, and alwiyt represented himself aa 
Captain Biddulpb't Mrvant ; I look him 
to be Captain Biddutph's man ; I have no 
doubt but that tbe pri toner ut tbe bat, 
tfouph Vsle, it the mm ; I never uked 
the ruin's nan*. 

Hi* HoNoa remarked that such con- 
duct wu highly improper to tell at much 
poison u would kill half a down persons 
without enquiring his name, and he mutt 
be mi unfit man to keep t cbrmist't thup. 

BtBBrJ list ion run mad : I cannot tweir 
positively how many timet tht prisoner 
hu been ii my shop ; hi wu in it to pur- 
chu* medicines for gonorrhoea . it might 
be only three time* that be was in the 
shop ; I cannot exact]* > n J ; it may be 
three yeai ago ; it may bt only tix month* 
before tbi that he ww in the shop, and 
had aomt carbonate of aoda ; be then wild 
h* lived m Captain Biddulph' i station ; I 
have bent an apatnaatry in London ; I 
know thi regulations for the sale of poison 
in Engbud ; I do not recollect the pri toner 
coming to my shop two or three months 
before ths, and asking for poison, which 
I had net. 

By a furor : His voice is much similar. 

By tb ATToamr-Q tuaiAi. : I never 
told an; one that I knew him from the 
beginniig; I do not recollect the prisoner 
coming oto my shop with Taylor, to aak 
tar prttsic toid, or tome other poitoii 
which I bad not. 

Mary Kirtou, a little girl who resided 
et Hr. (trie's house : I know the priso- 
ner ; hi wm* into Mr, Etrle 'e shop onr 
day for tome poison ; b* bad on a blue 
jacket, a pair of white Inuurs. a new 
abUgt-trw bat, mid a red rilk hindker- 
ehief s at tail bt rant from Captain Bid- 
dniph't and uked for atrycbnit; he got 
rnorpha ; Mr. Eerie nn it hid ; I wu 
in tt Wr. Dickson's tbe other day, and 1 
k*t th) suptnet; two worntn came to 



me, and told me, when I came to court, 
to say this was not the man ; they uid 
Mrs. Marie would heat me when I got 
home ; I knew th* women before ; I do 
not know their names ; I am sure the 
prisoner it the man ; he said he wanted 
the poison to kill the native dogl. 

Edward Biddulph, Esq., R.N. : I know 
Vile, he served nearly ten yean with me, 
until he got hit ticket, three or four years 
ago , I never employed either him or any 
other man to buy poison ot medicinei for 
me i 1 have had sheep bitten with native 
dogs ; sometime in 1 rM3 1 poisoned i 
good many nit ire dog* with strychnia, but 
nobody hut myself knew whit I nied ; the 
prisoner wu not then in my service , about 
Christmu last, I I ind about |5U sheep 
smothered, but none killed by native dogt. 

Walter John Biddulph, ton of the last 
witnesa ; 1 know Vale ; 1 never instructed 
him to buy poison ; I did not give him a 
shilling for' (hit purpose ; I did not ice 
him in the month of January, 

Alfred Qke Edye, Esq,, surgeon: 1 
attended the inquest held on the hody of 
John Thornton, on the 17th January, at 
Cults's house ; I made a jhkI mortem ei- 
arniiuiliori . when first I went into the 
room from all appearances 1 judged the man 
died of apoplexy, from the state and turgid 
appearance about the neck; there wu 
frothing, and from all appearance, I con- 
cluded it was apoplexy ; I cannot say the 
twilling would take place iuiraecliniely 
after death ; iu very hot weather it might 
in less thin twelve hours; the appearance 
would he much the same, whether pro- 
duced by poison or natural causes , apo- 
plexy may be produced by alow poiion ; 
morphia is a alow poison. it* 
usual effects are drowainesi, headache, 
sickness, nnd in anrKcirut qtinntit; would 
produce death . twelve |rrtint would pro- 
duce death ; I think five would if no 
antidote were used ; it would begin almost 
immediately, and go on gradusily j I 
thould uy tire grains would kill a prrsun 
in about twelve or fourteen hourt ; 
the tppcirancei would be mueh like 
apopleiy ; I think fire grains would pro- 
duce the urn* effects as apoplexy ; I do 
not think n small dose would have caused 
any disagreeable effluvia ; it usually pro- 
duces sickueis, and congestion of the 
brain; I do not think morphia would 
produce tn great a swelling a* Tuw in the 
body ; prusaic acid will came an almost 
immediate swelling; 1 opened the body 
on Wednesday, and tested the contents 
on Thuriitny in my own yard, at Eut 
Mail land; 1 am cert tin none of the con- 
tents had evaporated ; the contents were 
brought in a liiniiWerchief tied up in two 
or three rags ; I poured the content! of 
the stDtnach iuto a veisel, and poured 
torn* water to them ; 1 then followed the 
directions given in Thomson's Medici) 
Book : 1 never tested t stomach before ; 
the only directions 1 had were those in 
Thomson'* hook ; 1 did not Call in any 
other medical man , Mr. Mutlow wu 
there; llr. Campbell came up, he uw the 
stomach and it* contents, but did not ttop 
to analyse it ; 1 tried the tut for opium ; 
there wu no evidence of tiiypoiuH. having 
been on the premises, ami from the ap- 
pearances 1 thought some preparation of 
opium might hive been given; I could 
not discover toy, my test would not hare 
discovered strychnia, or p rustic Had . if it 
had been arsenic I should haw dia- 
envered it in the stomach ; then bare 
been cases of poisoning where the poi- 
son could not be discovered ; its absence 
could be produced by abmrption, or 
rejection while liring; I cannot itnr 
that no preparatinn ot opium hid been 
given; the stomach contained peach, greens, 
and potatoes ; the luiuid might be rejected 
without these substances bring ejected ; if 
morphia had been there, my teat would 
hare detected it ; if it had operated upon 
the food, mil Die tram of il might notbe 
found. 

By a Juror — K dose of ten graint of 
morphia, would in Ihe course of twenty- 
four houra be absorbed by the tyatera ; it 
would not operate so instantaneously upon 
a full at upon in empty ttomacb. 

Francis Campbell, Esq., M.I), | Dr. 
Edye, thawed me the content! of tbe sto- 
mach i I suggested what to do j I had a ride 
to make, and expected to be back in tim* 
to be present, I asked Mr. Mutlow, if the 
contents, had been filtered, and lie informed 
mo not; I tuegetted that the contents 
thould be wethed, ttrained, tad filtered, 
as it must be nearly limpid, and this net 
having hern done, u I understand, I think 
the contents must hire been too muddy ; 
it ie probable, that any preparation of 
opium might have been tbsorbed : death 
from morphia usually occurs from seven 
to twelve hourt ; if trie dote wu sufficient, 
I ahonld eej death would occur sooner than 
| from (he middle of Sunday to four o'clock 
on Tuesday morning ; 1 am not aware of 
I any poison which would cause in immedi- 
ate awel ling after death, to any great ex- 
tent ; the ewelling in the present cite 
•tt, 1 hate no doubt, caused by the 
large quantity of vegetable matter 
in tht' stomtch. Frothing frequently ttket 
place ill death. The bad smell I ascribe 
to the decompuaitiun of the cabbage which 
the deceased had eiteu. I imagine the 
effects of poison would rather be accelerated 
by the fulnesi of the atomaeh. 
' William Henry Mutlow, cbemiat : I u- 
aitted Dr. Edye in analysing * stomach; 
Dr. Edye opened (he atomaeh and poured 
the contend iuto a basin, and poured i 
dear water upon it ; it wit let stand tor 
four or fits boors ; we then strained some 
of it, and applied the teat, which, if mor- 
phia had been present, would hive pro. 
duced a blue colour ; we did not flltef it , 
we detected no morphia. 

John York, bltckamilh. Mulberry Crwk, 
I knew Thornton ind bis wife about two 
ywn ; I lited with them about two or 
three months about two yean ago ; they 
(hen lived tmj happy together ; Vtle came 
lu livt with them about 1 twelvemonth 
after. 

Oeorge Wood. Chief Constable of Mail- 
land District j I rememtmber the little 
girl Miry Kirtou being brought to identify 
the priaaner ; tix or uven men were to- 
gether ; I told ber to look round and see 
it she knew any of them ; the picked out 
Vile, and uid the knew him ; he had 
bought some poison at Mr. Etrle't afaop. 
The prisoner wu not shown to her. This 
wu on the 27th of January. 

tieorge Taylor, hone-breaker : I know 
Vale ; (went into Mr. Earle's with him, in 
the latter end of October, nr beginning of 
November ; and he asked for some kind of 
poiton, which Mr. Bark uid be had not, 



hut he might gtt it at Mr. Uptcomb'a ; 
he uid to me that he wanted il to poiion 
nslite dogs | he went to Mr. Liptoomb's, 
and he uid, « no, 1 shall not lit it go out of 
shop I then parted with bim, and 1 uw 
him only once after till he came in for a 
doctor for Thornton ; he called at my 
house to ask for a horse ; I told him 1 
had not got one which I could let him 
litre ; h« uid Thornton wu very ill - I 
think he said he had been for Mr. Brown, 
who wu wailing for him till he got a 
hone. 

William Lipscomb, ehemitt. West 
Miillind ; 1 remember a man coming to 
mv shop, some months ago fbr prusaic 
acid ; tie uked for threa pennyworth ; 
I uked htm what he knew about it, and 
what he wanted it fbr; be said to poison 
vermin or native dogs ; I turned sharp 
upon him and would not allow him to have 
it ; I ihould think it would evaporate 
before native dogs could take it ; 1 do not 
recognise tlte prisoner ; I never wu atked 
for Ihe asms thing before, except by a 
medical m*n. 

This closed the case for the crown. 

Vale uid he wu innocent of thi charge, 
and had no witnesses. 

Mary Thornton had no defence to mike, 
but called 

William Betti, shoemaker, Mulberry 
Crwk : Deceased wu absent from work 
on* day in December In conatqutnee of 
illness, though he did not complain to 
me; 1 beard thit from Vale and Mrt, 
Thornton too ; I don't know whether he 
went to work the next day or not ; [ once 
before heard him complain of having a 
cough ; be appeared to bt a healthy man. 

Hit Uunou then summed up with great 
perspicuity, observing that there wu no 
evidence whatever to show that either of 
Ihe priaoner* bad administered poison of 
any kind to the deceased. The cue raited 
entirely on circumstances, aud they would 
therefore weigh them with that care, dis- 
crimination, tod judgment, which u men 
of the world inxiout to administer justice, 
he wu sure they would exercise. The 
first question for their consideration would 
be, did the deceased come by hit death 
by natural Ma***! They would observe 
that all the witnesses agreed in stating 
that the deceased wu a young, ttout, 
hale, and heiltby man; thit he 
apparently in good heitth up to a very 
short period pnviout to his death. 
If therefore they thought he had not 
died by natural meant, by whit n 
hid he come to hit death. They moat be 
satisfied in order to find the pri* 
guilty upou this information, that hi* death 
had been earned hy poiion, for lliey were 
expretsely charged in Ihe information with 
baring poisoned the deceased, by adminis- 
tering to him ten graina of Morphia, If 
they were satitflecT that dnth wu canted 
by poison, then came the question by whose 
hand waa it administered, or had both the 
prisoners canipired for the commission of 
the offence! These were Ihe facta which 
they would hue to takt into their eon 
aidenti-Hi ; they had heard the whole of the 
evidence which hid been adduced, and 
weighing all the circuotitancet which they 
had heard, it wu for them to decide. If 
they were u lis Bed that h* bid died by 
natural meant, then they would find a ver- 
dict of acquittal ; but if they were utitSed 
that death waa caused by poison, at whose 
door did the offenca lie, wu it at tbe door 
of (he prisoners or had been administered 
by aome other party f II would be their 
province to take ill these circumstances 
into consideration, and si impartial num, 
aa men of tense, and cttiteni of the 
world, to decide upon them, u be 
came honest and upright citixrni, and 
he o fir ii culv entreated them if they enter- 
tained any reuonable doubt in favour of 
(he prisoner*, or either of Hum, that they 
would girt the benefit of that doubt to the 
priaoner. 

The Jury then retired for t few minutet, 
and returned a verdict of guilty against 
both the pri to uert. 

The ArTOHKKY-GKpaaAi. baring 
pnyed tbe judgment of the Court, the 
prisoners were uked what thay had to say 
why sentence of death ihould not be patted 
upon them, hut they said nothing. 

Hit Bo nob than addressed the pri' 
•oners in a tohjmn minner. He observed 
that K the commencement «f tbe aw 
he bad mngTalnlausd tbe jury on tb* ab- 
sence of any aw of m order from tba 
calendar, little did he then think that the 
uiixet would terminate with to deadly a 
tragedy. Il wu but about twelve monlhi 
ago that it wu bit painful duty to pui 
the sentence of deith upon a wife and her 
guilty siramsur, in a case u nearly u 
might he aimilu to thit, in which they 
had conspired to din their handi in tbe 
blood Of (he husband. He could hold out 
no hop* to them on (hit tide tbe grave, 
every one who had heard the trial most 
be utitned of their guilt. He trutted, 
therefore, that during the short time which 
remained for them in thii world, they 
would employ it iu making their peace 
with an offended Cod : he trusted that 
they hid already humbled themselves be- 
fore Him and approached Him srith some- 
thing like repentance for their guilt. At 
all event*, crimes like their* could not bt 
tuffertd to go anpunithed ; aud, therefore, 
he could not inlerpote, but the law mutt 
take its coune, and however painful il 
might he to him, he mutt pais upon them 
the awful teuteuce of death, which was— 
that they respectively be taken tu tbe 
prison from whence they came, ind thetict 
to tome place of public execution, on 
inch day u the Governor thould think Bt 
to appoint, and thert be hanged by the 
necks until their bodies art dead, and 
might Almighty God hare mercy on their 

The prisoners were then removed, and 
the Ccurt adjourned.
